The luem- 
liors, too, are dissolved, (if not into 
tliiu dir.) at least into the "constituent 
elements" from whence they sprung;

With 
Shakespeare these members may ox-

We do not propose to review the 
acts of the deceased House, to point 
out its virtues, condemn its faults, or 
condone its mistakes. We believe it 
easy to select a better House, we do 
not think it possible to select a worse 
one. Elected at a chaotic period in 
our political existence, when the coun- 
try was removed from Downing street 
rule to that of Constitution- 
al Government, the First Legislative 
Assembly of British Columbia had a 
glorious opportunity presented to it 
of securing a bright page iu the 
history of the Province. They failed 
to seize that opportunity. In place of 
trying to uuiko the oxporimont of Con- 
stitutional Government a success. they 
placed it iu the power of its ouoiiiies 
to declare it a failure, by choos- 
ing for their lender a politician whose 
proudest boast is that he sat in four 
Legislative Councils and voted against 
llesponsible Government every ses- 
sion! Such is the record of the Lead- 
er of the Govornnioiit, and to that 
circumstance wo attribute the unfor- 
tunate calamities that have overtakeu 
the country. Had the Premier been 
an admirer of Constitutional Govern- 
ment he would have been proud to 
take the people into his confidence, 
and consult them as to every Constitu- 
tional change. But being what he is 
be has on every occasion xitterly ig- 
nored the pojuilar voice and lias taken 
every opportunity to show his con- 
tempt for popular Government. In 
his raids on the Constitution, we are 
Sony to say that he has been support- 
ed by a venal press, and a weak-Kneed, 
time-serving, self-seeking House. But 
wo forget.to speak only good of the dead, 
is a safe motto. Let the faults of the House, 
as a House, be buried with it; 
draw the veil of oblivion around it and 
auiTer it to "lie down to pleasant 
dvenms." As was written of a once 
famous man, it has outlived its useful- 
ness, and has earnetl an oblivious re- 
pose. It is with the individual mem- 
bers we shall have to deal in the fu- 
ture.

The steamship City of Panama, Capt. 
W. B. Soabury, 1490 24-lOOths tons, loft 
San Francisco for Victoria on Saturday 
last at 12:30 p. m. with 97 cabin and 35 
steerage passengers, 83 tons of cargo and 
13 packages mails. She o.'iperieuced fog- 
gy weather during the passage and ar- 
rived at the Hudson Bay Company's 
wharf at 4 o'clock .yesterday afternoon, 
having made tho run in the unusually 
cpiiok time of 75;-^ hours. She was Imilt a 
a few nuiiiths ago liy John Uoaeli al ('lics- 
tor, Pennsylvania, and ia '210 itvi long, 
feet beam and L!5 feet depth of hold, will ao 
commodate a largo number of passengers. 
She is built with tbroo bulk heads divid- 
her into water-tight compartmentH. ller 
carrying capacity is close on 1500 tons. 
She has a promenade deck over all tho 
full length of the vessel, and underneath 
this is tlio main deck on which is tho 
chief saloon bandnoniely fitted and pantU- 
ed with rosewood, walnut and miipb'. 
'i'he cabins op.-n into this and are sjilcn- 
didly fiirnislKul in tlio sanii^ stylo, each omc 
having two door.s.oiu; solid and tic; olhor 
being mivdo like a Venetian blind for hot 
weather. Her engines, which cau^be run 
to 1200 horse power, and will give iior a 
speed of I'i to 1.5 knots, are of tho com- 
pound type. She has -1 boilers and fur- 
nucos, one of whieli can bo made to huo- 
ply steam either to the screw engines or 
to tho donkey engines of which there in 
all 5, 3 for hoisting cargo and 2 for the 
anchors. There is also in tho ongiiii'- 
room an apparatus for smothering a lire 
with steam, ami likio.viso 2 pumps 
for lilliii;; llii,' lioilio-.s, \iliich, by tiiruiug 
a liiiiullc and scrttwiug oa tho iiecossary 
hose, can be made to throw powcrtul 
strciiius of waliM- into any jiart of the 
shij). There are 7 boat.s, each having a 
compass and jirovisions for 10 days al- 
wayit on board and capable of carrying l(i 
persons, besides the cr^jw. In lulditiou to 
this -100 life preservers are provided. 
There is a gentleman's smoking-room and 
a boudoir for ladies, all Iiaiidsoiii(dy fur 
nished; and also bath rooms, and cvcty 
(contrivance for the conveni.'iieo and safe 
ty of bor passengers. She ia the finust 
ship that ever entered Viotoria^harbor.

No one who was present while 
the riiii pr- '. e.ih-il at t he hank ,a!id s.-nv li im 
p.ile, lj;it resolute, Hwci'p around within 
tho counters, anil stay tho trembling 
bands of his clerks and tellers from fur- 
ther disbursonionta, could have thought 
such a ealas'roiihe ovou remotely possi- 
ble. His aiiiicuranco was simply that of 
a horo, coiuiuered, but undismayed. But 
great natiuics, nerved to great crises, 
break suddenly, anil are gone, the victims 
of accident, or subject to eternal laws. 
VesL.-rday Mr. P.alstt>u transferred nil his 
properly to Senat-jr Williiun Sharon for 
the benefit of his creditors, and Mr. 
.Sharon, in receiving the trnst, pledged 
his honor to stand by his old friend to 
the last <lollar of his iiiagnifioenl private 
lortiine. All I'.ay hnig tho great bank- 
Kioui, not excelled in tho beauty of its 
pro])ortion8 and its ornnmontations by 
any room in the United States devoted to 
similar uses, saw strange sights. Anxious 
clerks and book-keepers, from whoso 
nerveless hands the pen had dro])ped 
i.evi'i- to bo retaken, wtu'o seatterod about 
at desiis aiicl counters in nil sorts of nic- 
lni-e~quii allituiles. Tin: doors of ihe 
.jieal vault Wurosuiin^ hack, and bank 
dire, ■! 11., were peering inside, taking out 
and returning coin, securities and all 
kinds of paper evidences of wealth, or the 
hick of it. Tho bank rooms were oocn- 
pieil by stockhiddeis, cfllcials, disinter- 
ested capuiilists, with hero and tliore an 
<ilUccr ill gray iiiiU'onn, s(>(!ining to notice 
notliin;; liiit he'ciiig everything. Mr. Hids- 
lon sat 111 his pi'ivalc ollico with liis head 
bent forward. .)as. li. Iveeiie, the wealthy 
broker, entered. Ho ciimo up to Mr. 
li.ilstoii, t')iiclied him oil tho shoulder, 
and said pli-asaiil ly : "WIk'u wo gel the 
allairs of the bank si nilgh t e neil up \ am 
going to gi-t together a cujiital ('([iiul to

The Colonel Baker Case. 



After the verdict of tbo jury had 

boon ronderod, the learned Jiuln^o then, 
addreKwiiig- the deloudaut, jirocoedeil 
to pass seiitoiico as follows: — When, Ire 
said, tbe Ktory of tbiH ease vvaw fir.st 
published, a thrill as of dishonor went 
through the country. When it was 
heard that a young and innocent girl, 
travelling by tho ordinary conveyance, 
had been obliged to risk her life in 
order to save herself from gross out- 
rage, every part of society ,evory house- 
hold, felt as if it had received a per- 
sonal injury; nnd when the country 
heard that her assiiilnnt was a gentle- 
man, ami ;i soldier, and an oflicer.aud 
au ofiicer iu high cominiuid, it felt 
fear, and horror, and I think I may 
add, disgust. Nevertheless, you have 
had what everybody must admit to 
have been a calm and dispassionate 
trial; and that jury of whom some fear 
was e.xiiressed have known how to dis- 
criiniiiuto bet\vc(Mi t lie charges inade 
against yoii, Tliey have mo.st honest- 
ly, iiioHt fcuriossly, most properly ab- 
soivoil you from the heaviest part of 
tho charge, though they liavo found 
you guilty of that of which no oiio can 
doubt you to be guilty. As to tho 
young lady, I have hoard it said that 
«he ought not to have remained so long 
in a railway carriage alone with a man; 
but it seems to me that this suggests a 
state of society in this coniitry which, 
liap[)ily, iliii-H not e.\ist in any part of 
it. It .seoims to suggest that a do- 
fonceless woman iu a public eoiivey- 
ani'o ill tins country, if she is alone m 
a raihviiy carriago with a iiiaii, iniiv 
expect to sull'er sonio oiitnigi- from 
liiin. li i.s not true of any part of so- 
ciety from the liiglii^Ht to the lowest.

aud treal.s her with respect. IJut if it 
wore othorwiso, the arm of the law 
would 1)0 outstrelohed with vigour to 
put down sucli a state of things. It 
is in general true that a woman, how- 
over uuprotectod, is safe. Il has been 
further suggested tiiat the young 
lady was wrong in eutoiing into pro-

But r May it has not, and 
that sho walks out of this Court, as 
pure and as iuuooont as ever sho was, 
and as undoiiled as she was -nay' 
more, that tho courage and spirit kI'io' 
displayed have addcil a new r,iy of 
glory toluiryoiith, Iut iiiiioctonce, 'iiml 
her boauty! |A biir.st of applau ,o. | With 
regard to you, when 1 isay tli.iL.you 
were not only in the rank of a gon'tle- 
man,but an officer high in command, it 
implies that.of all who wore in that train 
you woro tho last who niigld. have been 
o.tpGctod to assail her; and it might 
rathor have been expected that you 



would do anything to dofeiul a do- 
feucelesa wuniaii. Aud I say it ad- 
yiso;lly, that even if a girl so . young 
had conducted hemolf with 'impru- 
dence and indiscretion, it was for yon 
as so muoii older, to have protected 
her, if necessary, against herself. But 
there 18 nothing from the first to tho 
last m her oonduct which can palliate 
or excuse in tho slightest degree that 
dishoiioiirabl(3 thing which you have 
committed. For the crime itself thoro 
IS no palliation. It is when I tliink 
oi hor and think of you— think of all 
tho circumstances, the crime. itself ap- 
pears as bad as such a crime could 
possibly bo. But there am circiiin- 
stancoa which I am bound to fako in- 
to consideration iu tlio discliaron of 
my duty, and tlie.w aro tho high char- 
actor you have rocoivod, aud tlio pro- 
bability that this was a sudden out- 
break of wickedness in you. You 
liavG altaiiirnl a high rank and a hi"]! 
roputatioii. 1 cauiiol forget that for 
your brilliant services your country is 
indebted to you. I therefore have 
to treat this case not only as ono of a 
wicked outrage which I must call coward- 
ly and dishonorable, and which you must 
all your life feel to have been so, but 
also as a sudden outbreak of wicked 
ness in a man who has up to this time 
borne a liigh character, nnd has serv- 
ed his coiinlry well. In these oircum- 
atanues 1 wisli to spare you the physi- 
cal degradaiiun, which would jiroba- 
bly be to you n torture, which would 
pi event you hereafter retrieving your 
character, in the hope that at some 
distant day you may bo allowed, by 
some brilliant service of which you 
are so well capable, to wipe out the 
injury you have done yourself and 
the dishonour you have done to your 
country. Yet 1 must pass a severe 
Hontenco n]ion you, and that sen- 
tence is that you bo imprisoned for 
twidvo iiionlL.s in tho coinmoii gaol, 
that you ] iiy a line of .C-jOO, aud be 
imprisoned until you have paid it, and 
that you also pay all the costs of this 
prosecution, and be further impiison- 
ed for three months until they are 
paid. 

Colonel Baker was then roraovcd in 
custody, and tho trial terminated, the 
vast audience slowly dispersing. 

COMMENTS OF TUE LONDON PKESS. 

The "Times" thinks Colonel Baker 
may think himself fortunate in the 
view of tho case taken by the jury. As 
far as the law can ailbrd protection, a 
girl must be quite as hufe in a railway 
carriage as in her father's house. Iu 
this sense tho present trial will be a 
salutary example. 

The "Daily News" remarks now 
that Col. Baker has been fairly tried, 
and ou indubitable evidence convict- 
ed, it is to bo hoped tliat no false 
sympathy will follow him to prison. 
His more di.sijoriiing friends- will be 
thankful that lie has received a sen- 
tence which en.s, if it errs at all, on 
the aide of mercy. 

The "Standard" cannot say Col. 
Baker's punishment is too severe. He 
has sinned against his lights, his su- 
perior adyantaces, and all the social 
nnd moral conditions which should 
have prevented him behaving like tho 
coar.sest of ruflians. It is to bo hoped 
that the heroic self-defence of Miss 
Dickinson, and tho examijlary ■punish- 
ment of her assailant, will give ladies a 
protection of which they stand sorely in 
need. 

Tho Teleyrap/t observes that in tho in- 
terests of public morality it is only right 
nnd just that Col. Baker should suffer for 
his nnpardoablo folly and want of self- 
restraint, oven though tho result bo for 
him tho most absolute social and profes- 
siinial ruin. 

The ll.jin- holds that the sentence on 
Col. Baker vindicates the law etfectually, 
and the line and imprisonment at ouco 
mark his brutality and his poation in
